Japanese Drives Knife 


Into His Throat 


Sunday. 


Despondent over continued illness and 


with no hope for recovery, Shlmojo, a 
Japanese, residing in a room of a Jap- 
anese .lodging' house near Ahoo's sta- 
bles, committed suicide yesterday fore- 
noon about 11 o'clock. A case knife, 
driven several times into the neck, pos- 
sibly severing the jugular vein, was 
used by Shlmojo. 


The, Japanese, who was about thirty- 


three years of age, had resided in the 
same room for a couple of years. For 
the past six months neighbors say he 
had been very ill. He -coughed continu- 
ally .and was probably suffering from 
tuberculosis and his emaciated form In- 
dicated that his strength was nearly 
spent.' 


.The\ man's .plans were of the most 
.deliberate character. He had laid a 
mattress on the floor close to a low cot, 
A small-pillow was placed at one end 
of It Near by was a beer bottle and 
a glass filled with water. From the 
position of the body when found the 
suicide either was in! a half reclining 
position on his right side, or else had 
lain down when be killed himself. When 
the body was discovered by neighboring, 
roomers, It <waa lying in a natural poal- 
tlon on the cot and pillow. The knife 
had been Jabbed into the neck close to 
the collar bone and,a great deal of 
blood was. lost. The knife 'was found 
under the right hand.

Governor Carter sent urgent cable-

One of the amendments provides that

actual service In China, Cuba, the Phfl- 
ippines, Guam, Alaska and Panama, 
taut snail not be given hereafter for 
services rendered in Porto Rico and 
^awali. 
.Another proposed amendment pro* 
vides that the 20 per cent raise to en- 
listed men and 10 per cent to officers 
shall apply to those serving in the 
Philippines, Guam, Alaska and Pana- 
ma, leaving out Porto Rico and Ha- 
waii.

"It looks like discrimination against 
us," the Governor, said while he held 
lie drafts of amendments and of his 
cablegrams tn his hand.

"As we are - now situated these 


amendments .would make the Army 
men dislike service in Hawaii. Their 
fleet would also tend to lower 
moral tone of the forces located here.

*, According to the-Chronicle the sup- 
posed position of (die Rio's hull at pres- 
ent -is dearly indicated by foot buoys 
the wreckers have -stationed* about 700 
yards off the shore. These can easily 
be, seen with' a glass either • from' the 
beach or'irom the bluffii above, t The 
buoys are anchored with strong cables 
and form a quadrilateral several hun- 
dred yards in dimension. _ They are 
about 200 yards northwest of die largest 
of the two rocks that rise conspicuously 
above the water'southwest of Fort Point. 
Some of these buoys have been in place 
for a fortnight During this time divers 
have made- frequent descents, they say, 
to the deck of a vessel, which they now 
declare is .without doubt the Rio. 
' The man that 'claims the-- honor of 
solving the mystery, surrounding, the 
dead ship's resting place is John Col- 
lins, an ex-sailor, who now iollows- the

Collins said, under gentle probing 
as to'what he was finding below the 
surface of the bay. "They brought up 
a heavy piece of iron which one of them 
stumbled over on the deck.

They ^irt: him to make a report 
on needed improvements for the Trans- 
siberian road and the new Orenburg 
and Tashkerid Railway. It is said his 
remuneration -wilt be 1100 000 for mak- 
ing these two expert, reports.
